NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Tlie rates for job printers having been re­ 
duced ¡o New York, the printers have gone 
on a strike. 
On a clmige of libel sworn out by Capt. Lees 
the publishers, editor and foreman of the 
Dally Oakland lYibune wore arrested yoster- 
day and held in $5,000 hail each. 
A dispatch from Alexandria dated yester­ 
day says, on Wednesday last the Abysinians 
attacked the intrenched camp of the Egyptian 
arinv, A severe battle took place in which 
tli j Grand Visier, six chiefs and 5,000 Abysi­ 
nians were reported killed. Prince Massan, 
General Lorlng .and the English ofilcers es­ 
caped unhurt. The Egyptian loss was very 
heavy, but their victory was complete. 
The colored men of Washington have held 
a melting and resoluted against Congress for 
refusing to give l’inchbaek a seat In the Sen­ 
ate. Fred Douglass supported the resolu­ 
tions. 


H istory is repeating itself. Oak­ 
land is again polling three Republi­ 
can to two Democratic votes. 


T h e effort is being made by persons 
who have nothing else to do to prove 
the personality of Satan. The evi­ 
dence is more abundant to prove the 
existence of Satan in personalities. 


T h e Marysville Appeal says of 
H en r y G eo r g e, the author of the 
pamphlet on personal journalism, that 
his head is too big for his body. Those 
woo have seen the body will not re­ 
gañí this as much of a compliment to 
the head. 


T h e r e are some signs of trouble in 
the State Surveyor General’s office. 
Some $19,000 are missing, and there 
are rumors of developments that point 
to corrupt practices under ex-Surveyor 
G a r d n e r. Will the gentleman rise 
and explain, or will he imitate the ex­ 
ample of that shining light of Repub­ 
lican purity — B e l k n a p —and step 
down aud out? 
A bill has been presented to the Le­ 
gislature and referred to the Commit 
tee on Claims, giving to W. W 
B ro w n, executor of K. L. B rown 
power to sue the State for rent due the 
estate for use of rooms in which the 
courts were held in Sacramento more 
than a quarter of a century ago. We 
know the bill to be a just one and one 
that should have been paid long ago, 
and“as all Mr. B rown asks is to be 
permitted to proceed against the 
State and prove up his claim as against 
a private individual and let a jury do 
cide upon it we hope the bill will 
pass. 


T h e office of City Treasurer becorn 
ing vacant by the failure of Mr. M el 
lus to offer a bondsman in place of 
I’io Pico, withdrawn, the Council 
last evening elected Mr. J o seph H u 
b e k, Jr., to ill! the vacancy. The se 
lection is an excellent one and will 
meet the approval of the entire com­ 
munity. Mr. H u b e r has held the of­ 
fice of County Treasurer for, we be­ 
lieve, two terms, which lie filled with 
honor to himself aiul credit to the peo 
pie. He is a gentleman in every re 
epect, and his many friends will be 
glad to hear of this, to him, uuexpect 
ed preferment. 


T h e Evening Republican, the only 
straigiit out Republican paper pub­ 
lished in Los Angeles, and, so far as 
we know, the only avowedly and con 
fcssedly Republican paper in Southern 
California, has discovered that the 
B e l k n a p exposé was started to influ­ 
ence the New Hampshire election for 
the Democracy. This being the case, 
it lioks as though the ex-Secretr.ry of 
W ar was, when he admitted the truth 
of tho charges preferred by M arsh, 
playing into the hands of the Demo­ 
crats. Perhaps the discovery of this 
little game induced G rant to request 
B e l k n a p to resign. 
If Republican 
journals have one merit that shines 
pre-eminent above ail others, it is 
that of whitewashing their leaders. 


T h e San Francisco Post and the Los 
Angeles Express, two papers in the 
ownership of which Senator J ones is 
reporledto be interested, and both of 
which 
he 
appears 
to 
control, 
are 
bitter 
opponents 
of 
the 
Central and the Southern Pacific 
Railway Companies, and both have 
been unusually industrious in advo­ 
cating the passage of the A r c h er 
freights and fares bill. The Express 
indulged in a characteristic sneer at 
the action of our Chamber of Com­ 
merce in adopting resolutions urging 
the defeat of the bill, and now couies 
the Senator's other paper—the Post— 
with this left-handed compliment to 
the Chamber: 
“The Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce resolved yes­ 
terday that freights and fares don’t 
need regulating in that vicinity, and 
issued the manifesto of subserviency 
usual under such circumstances and 
commonly incident to communities 
lacking in the hitter experience of 
their eider brethren.” 


Mr A. A. Coiien, the accredited 
agent of the Col. Scott three hundred 
and fifty million dollar subsidy 
scheme, undertook the job oflobbying 
Assemblyman A rch er’s bill against 
tbe .Southern and Central Pacific Rail­ 
way Companies into law. The intent 
of the bilí was to force tbese compa­ 


nies to discontinue road building 
throughout tbe State, but more espec­ 
ially to stop tho construction of the 
Southern Pacific track, which is now 
being rapidly extended Eastward to­ 
ward the Colorado river. 
So long as 
Mr. Co h e n was enabled to keep his 
real purpose from the people he was 
permitted to pursue his mission in 
comparative security. But his object 
leaked out. The corporations against 
whom he was waging such bitterwar 
lifted the curtain and showed the peo­ 
ple that he was not only working 
against their interests, but that while 
in the employ of the men he is now 
assailing, lie had swindled .them and 
others, and had, besides, been guilty 
of transactions hardly creditable to an 
honest man. 
As these facts began to 
fill the papers, the prosecutor and 
would be persecutor suddenly assumed 
the defensive. To-day Co h en is seek­ 
ing interviews with newspaper repor­ 
ters and into the ears of each he pours 
a doleful tale in defense of himself. 
We are afraid S cott has been unfor­ 
tunate in the selection of an agent. 


The Press Censorship. 


The Senate has passed P ierso n’s 
signature and retraction bills. These 
are two of the weapons which the au- 
ti-educa tion and anti-newspaper Sen­ 
ators are using against the press of 
the State. The retraction bill makes 
it a misdemeanor on the part of a pub­ 
lisher or editor to refuse to publish a 
retracliou'of any statement made in 
the columns of his paper when order­ 
ed so to do by the judge of a court. 
Under this law the censorship of the 
press is taken from the people and 
placed in tho hands oi the judges of 
t lie courts. The people are the proper 
censors of the press. They have exer­ 
cised that power since tho day when 
the publication of newspapers first be­ 
gan. The history of journalism is full 
of instances where the judgement of 
the people was the doom of the journ­ 
al. The paper that pursues a policy 
the people condemn soon realizes the 
error of its way and assumes a dif­ 
ferent position or meets the fate of the 
traitor to the hand from which it 
receives encouragement and support. 
Under P ierso n’s bill a judge will have 
it in his power to persecute and ulti­ 
mately crush the journal towards 
which from political or other motives 
lie entertains sentiments of ill-will or 
enmity. Ours is not a government 
under which will be tolerated a legal 
censorship of the Press. 
The enact­ 
ment of a law such as proposed by 
P ierson is a usurping of the preroga­ 
tive of the masses and placing in the 
hands of a few a power that belongs 
of right to public sentiment and pub­ 
lic opinion. The nece sity for such a 
law does not exist, for the reason that 
no honorably conducted journal will 
refuse to correct any error ith;is ¡nade 
the moment the mistake is made ap­ 
parent. The signature bill requires 
that all articles appearing in newspa­ 
pers shall have appended thereto the 
true signature of the writer. There 
are two classes of the community sup 
porting this measure. 
One is com­ 
posed of Senators and Assemblymen 
who affect a desire to hold personally 
responsible the writers of articles con­ 
cerning themselves, and they labor 
under the mistaken notion that their 
acts of omission and commission will 
under this law escape the adverse 
criticism they now receive. These 
are the Thugs who would strangle the 
Press because they fear it. The other 
class is composed of newspaper Bohe­ 
mians—persons who imagine that if 
the people could only know that they 
wrote this or that article, they would 
at once be to fame and fortune known. 
This is the objective point for which 
Mr. H enry G eorge wrote his person­ 
al journalism pamphlet. There is al­ 
ways some one about a newspaper of­ 
fice who wiil assume the responsibil- 
sty for anything that appears in the 
paper and we have never yet heard of 
au instance in which a party really 
desiring to see that individual failed 
to find him. The press aud the peo­ 
ple expect Governor I r w in to veto 
both these bills and from our knowl­ 
edge of the man we venture the opin­ 
ion that they will not be disappointed. 


Signs of the Times. 


E d it o r H e r a l d

Second, kick 
every low devil off the sidewalk, that 
attempts to whisper to you witli a 
knowing wink to lookout for other 
failures soon. These are the fellows 
that are doing more to destroy confi­ 
dence than everything else put to­ 
gether. Third, let every one who has 
laid their money away in dark places 
bring it out and either deposit it in 
tbe banka or loan it to those who are 


ready to give good security for it. 
There is hundreds of thousands liid 
away by timid people who are wait­ 
ing for times to get better before they 
will venture to bring it out. This is 
one grand cause of the scarcity of mon­ 
ey. Thus tlie people themselves are 
to blame for the hard times and not 
the banks. There is more money to­ 
day than ever before and confidence is 
all that is wanting to bring it out. 
Let all the'good people discountenance 
these knowing prophets and croakers 
and show an accommo ! ting spirit to­ 
wards each other, and show the banks 
that confidence is fully restored, and 
in one month we will .have as great 
urosperity as we ever had.

Tiie welfare of our railroads should be 
the care and interest of every citizen 
of our country for the interests of tho 
producer. Merchants and slippers are 
identical and cannot be separated, and 
any legislation by the representatives 
of one infringing upon the rights of 
tho other is unjust. To establish by 
law a rate of freights and fares which 
would at ail meet the approbation of 
BUSINESS MEN OR CAPITALISTS 
Who are able to operate railroads 
would require tbe knowledge and ex­ 
perience of our most thorough railroad 
men, together with the cost of build­ 
ing and expense of operating every 
mile of road affected by the law, else 
injustice is done to one or the other. 
Few of our politicians have any correct 
idea of the’cost and expense of building 
aud operating aline of railroad, hence 
the entire failure throughout the East­ 
ern States (as it will be here) to estab­ 
lish by law a table of freights and fares 
at all satisfactory, but brought upon 
each State a series of troubles long 
to be remembered and forever dreaded. 
Thousands of men were discharged 
from labor, property depreciated in 
value, courts wore filled with legisla­ 
tions in petty eases. Distress, distrust 
and dissatisfaction took the place of 
prosperity and commercial harmony. 
Well did tiie lion. John Q. Tufts, in a 
speech at Des Moines, Iowa, in tho 
Winter of ’74 and ’75 remark : 
WE 1IAVE TURNED THE PIG3 
in the parlor this winter, and they are 
rooting up all our commercial inter­ 
ests; aud strange to say that men who 
were leaders in bringing about this 
state of things were generally men 
least Interested in the welfare of the 
country and had the laast to do with 
railroads, unless it was to swindle 
them in some way. One of the hardest 
opponents the railroad has in the State 
of Iowa swindled tho Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad Company out 
of twelve thous md dollars by swear­ 
ing so false that the jury hung on his 
conviction for perjury; throughout the 
whole war four out of five of the bit­ 
terest opponents the railroads had 
were culprits before the bar of justice 
or those who knew but little of 
RAILROAD SCIENCE. 
We have hoped such a state of things 
might never reach this fair State 
where railroads are so much needed 
to carry on the already rapid improve­ 
ment of a country blessed with a cli­ 
mate nowhere else to be found. Every 
man’s haudjsliould be against tiie man 
who would throw a straw in the way 
of building and operating railroads, as 
it is well known wtihout them our 
country is barren and worthless, but 
with more and competing Hues of road 
an increase of business as the sure re­ 
suit of improvement our freights and 
fares will be lowered accordingly, and 
the end harmoniously reached without 
infringement on the rights of persons 
or property. We hopeas the Archer 
bill fits received a stilling in the hands 
of the committee it will be returned 
to the Senate stamped with injustice 
and there consigned to the waste paper 
box, as Southern California at least is 
in no condition to engage In such a 
stultifying warfare upon our best 
friends.

The Assembly bill providing for the 
distribution of school moneys in the 
State. 
The Senate bill appropriating $200,­ 
000 for rebuilding the workshops and 
prison buildings lately destroyed at 
San Quentin. 
The bill regulating contracts on be­ 
half of tiie State in relation to build­ 
ing, making it a felony for contractors 
to exceed the amount of money ap­ 
propriated in their operations.- * 
On motion of Edgerton the conside­ 
ration of the railroad bills was made 
the special order for Thursday at 11 
o’clock, and on every day thereafter 
at the same time until the bills were 
disposed of. 
Adjourned. 
A ssem b ly.—The Assembly m et at 
10 A. m., the Speaker in the chair. 
A bill was introduced by McConnell 
authorizing the Mayor and Common 
Council of the city of Los Angeles to 
issue bonds for tbe purpose of provid­ 
ing funds for the erection of public 
school houses.
